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Report  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
to  the  Public  Welfare  Commission 

GENTLEMEN: 

Tlie  following  report  of  The  Dixmont  Hospital  for  the 
two  years  ending  May  31st,  1934,  is  herewith  presented. 

Accompanying  this  report  is  the  statement  of  the 
Treasurer,  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  Hos- 
pital, and  the  report  of  the  Superintendent,  setting  forth 
in  detail  the  operations  of  the  Hospital  as  shown  in  the 
reports  of  the  heads  of  the  several  departments. 

The  most  important  feature  to  be  brought  to  your  at- 
tention at  this  time  is  the  good  health  throughout  the 
biennium,  and  that  we  have  again  escaped  the  presence  of 
any  communicable  disease  or  serious  illness,  as  w^ell  as 
possible  accidents,  due  to  the  constantly  over-crowded 
conditions  of  some  of  our  departments.  The  Institution 
has  been  conducted  upon  the  broadest  and  most  enlight- 
ened views  and  ideas  now"  prevailing  in  the  care  of  the 
mentally  ill. 

Our  patients  have  received  every  attention  that  med- 
ical care  could  suggest,  as  well  as  thoughtful  and  pains- 
taking care  upon  the  part  of  nurses  and  attendants,  each 
in  his  or  her  way  contributing  to  the  well  being,  the  happi- 
ness and  contentment  of  our  patients. 

There  has  been  a  constant  endeavor  not  only  to  has- 
ten recovery  but  also  to  promote  the  health  and  comfort 
of  the  much  larger  number  who  must  remain  in  the  Hos- 
pital. In  doing  so  as  much  personal  liberty  was  granted 
as  the  rules  of  the  Hospital  permit  and  every  effort  has 
been  made  to  keep  the  feeling  of  restraint  or  its  appear- 
ance in  the  Ijackground  and  to  make  their  everyday  life 
homelike  and  cheerful. 

It  is  a  matter  of  gratification,  that  we  have  again  been 
spared  any  fatality  or  accident  occurring  at  home  among 
those  discharged  or  granted  paroles.  The  discharge  of 
any  patient  is  not  without  some  risk. 

The  depression  throughout  the  entire  country,  which 
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has  been  so  far-reaching  and  has  made  itself  felt  in  every 
walk  of  life,  added  to  the  difficulties  in  the  management 
of  the  Institution  in  its  effect  upon  the  finances  of  the 
Hospital,  making  it  exceedingly  difficult  to  give  our  em- 
ployes and  patients  the  same  care  as  in  former  years,  and 
to  meet  the  just  financial  obligations  of  the  Institution, 
thus  causing  the  Managers  a  deep  concern  and  worry. 
This  immediate  and  unprecedented  responsibility  placed 
upon  the  Executive  Committee  was  met  by  the  members 
keeping  well  informed  of  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital  by 
frequent  visits  to  the  Institution  and  because  of  their 
business  training  and  judgment  we  were  able  to  meet 
these  trying  and  vexing  problems,  therefore,  we  owe  them 
a  debt  of  sincerest  gratitude. 

Again  every  effort  was  made  to  help  those  who  ap- 
plied at  our  door  for  relief  in  supplying  the  actual  neces- 
sities of  life,  and  to  provide  employment  for  those  in  most 
urgent  need. 

Very  much  was  accomplished  during  the  two  years  in 
the  removal  of  fire  risks  by  rewiring  the  buildings  to  con- 
form to  the  present  Electric  Code,  and  additions  to  the 
fire  equipment.  These  changes  were  made  in  accordance 
with  the  specifications  submitted  by  the  Board  of  Fire 
Underwriters  of  Allegheny  County. 

In  addition  to  their  supervision  over  the  finances  of 
the  Hospital,  the  Executive  Committee  gave  their  atten- 
tion to  the  more  important  improvements  and  repairs,  as 
well  as  making  from  time  to  time  careful  inspections  of 
the  buildings,  visiting  the  wards  and  conversing  with  the 
patients,  and  in  this  manner  showing  their  kindly  inter- 
est in  them. 

The  institution  at  this  time  is  well  furnished  and 
most  comfortable.  The  beautiful  grounds  surrounding 
the  buildings,  the  excellent  condition  of  the  farm,  as  well 
as  the  equipment  and  stock,  reflect  the  care  which  has 
been  bestowed  upon  these  important  features  of  Hospital 
life. 

The  general  policy  of  the  Hospital  in  its  maintenance 
has  been  much  the  same  as  in  former  years.  Economy 
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was  exercised  in  the  purchasing  of  supplies,  as  well  as  in 
all  furnishings,  and  the  overcoming  of  waste. 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report  the  Hospital 
lost  by  death  two  Life  Members,  Mr.  Eichard  Beatty 
Mellon,  December  1st,  1933,  and  Miss  Julia  Nelson,  De- 
cember 23rd,  1933.  Mr.  George  D.  Edwards,  Member  of 
the  Executive  Committee  as  well  as  Treasurer  of  the  Hos- 
pital died  J anuary  22nd,  1934. 

In  closing  this  report,  the  Managers  acknowledged 
with  grateful  appreciation  the  service  rendered  by  the 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  also  the  effi- 
cient service  so  generously  accorded  at  all  times  by  the 
resident  staff  and  all  employes  in  promoting  the  well  be- 
ing of  the  Hospital  and  the  patients.

REPORT  OF  PHYSICIAN 
AND  SUPERINTENDENT 
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The  Report  of  the  Physician  and  Superintendent 
To  the  President  and  Board  of  Managers 

GENTLEMEN: 

It  is  my  privilege  to  present  for  your  consideration 
this  report  of  the  Hospital  for  the  two  years  ending  May 
31st,  1934.  In  reviewing  the  more  important  events  and 
noting  briefly  the  many  problems  which  confront  tlie 
management  of  a  hospital  of  this  character  it  would  seem 
the  chief,  and  therefore  the  first,  should  be  the  good  health 
which  has  prevailed  throughout  the  entire  Institution 
among  patients  and  employes  for  this  biennial  period. 
While  our  wards  have  been  crowded,  particularly  those 
caring  for  the  disturbed  class  of  patients,  we  have  been 
most  fortunate  in  escaping  many  of  the  ordinary  infec- 
tions, even  more  serious  diseases  and  with  very  few  acci- 
dents. 

In  but  few  instances  was  it  necessary  to  call  to  our 
aid  the  members  of  the  consulting  staff.  With  the  admis- 
sion of  so  many  patients  whose  mental  illness  and  whose 
bodily  health  was  such  as  to  offer  but  little  hope  of  im- 
provement and  almost  no  hope  of  recovery,  many  of  them 
unduly  irritable,  the  greatest  tact  and  care  was  constantly 
demanded  to  overcome  the  many  possibilities  of  minor 
and  perhaps  more  serious  injuries.  The  exclusion  of  chil- 
dren from  the  wards  we  also  feel  was  an  added  safeguard 
in  our  freedom  from  the  many  communicable  diseases  as 
well  as  from  very  much  trouble.  For  a  time  it  was  diffi- 
cult for  visitors  to  understand  the  reasons  for  refusing 
the  presence  of  children  in  the  wards  with  parents  and 
much  time  was  consumed  by  members  of  the  staff  in  ex- 
plaining not  only  the  dangers  of  taking  children  in  the 
wards  who  might  be  injured  through  the  delusions  of  cer- 
tain patients,  also  the  subjecting  of  them  to  the  many 
harmful  impressions  which  might  interfere  with  their 
future  development.  The  rule  is  now  quite  generally 
understood  and  within  recent  months  we  have  had  little 
difficulty  in  regard  to  this  subject. 
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Accompanying  this  report  is  the  financial  statement 
shown  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Hospital.  The  individ- 
ual reports  of  the  several  divisions  of  the  Institution  will 
show  you  in  detail  what  has  been  accomplished  for  our 
patients  and  the  many  activities  which  engage  their  every 
day  life.  The  statistical  tables  as  directed  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Statistics  of  The  American  Psychiatric  Asso- 
ciation present  you  many  interesting  facts  in  regard  to 
the  admissions,  discharges,  recoveries,  and  deaths  for  the 
biennial  period. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  two  year  period  there  were 
1181  patients  in  the  house,  34  patients  were  absent  on 
parole,  or  a  total  of  1215  on  the  books  of  the  Hospital. 
191  patients  were  admitted  as  first  admissions,  28  as  re- 
admissions  and  31  patients  admitted  by  order  of  transfer 
from  other  mental  hospitals,  making  a  total  of  250  pa- 
tients admitted  for  the  two  years.  23  patients  were  dis- 
charged from  the  Hospital  as  recovered,  57  patients  were 
discharged  as  improved,  17  were  discharged  as  unim- 
proved. 142  patients  died,  making  a  total  of  240  dis- 
charged, transferred  and  died  for  the  period.  The  highest 
number  in  the  house  upon  any  one  day  was  1205,  the  aver- 
age number  was  1182,  and  the  lowest  number  was  1159. 

As  shown  by  these  statistics  Dementia  Praecox  again 
represents  the  predominating  form  of  mental  disease. 

Of  the  total  number  of  admissions  81  represented  the 
various  types  of  Dementia  Praecox  or  32%.  50  were  of 
Manic-Depressive  type  or  20%.  15  were  Paretics  or  6%. 
8  were  Epileptics  or  3%.  11  were  Involution  Melancholia 
or  5%.  Included  in  the  Toxic  forms  of  mental  disease  10 
or  4%.  25  represented  the  various  forms  of  Senility  or 
10%.  All  other  psychoses  50  or  20%. 

Of  the  patients  discharged  as  recovered  8  patients 
were  cases  of  Dementia  Praecox  or  35%.  6  were  Manic- 
Depressives  or  26%.  2  were  cases  due  to  drugs  and  other 
toxins  or  8%.  7  patients  represented  other  forms  of  psy- 
choses or  31%. 

Those  patients  leaving  the  Hospital  as  improved  15 
were  Dementia  Praecox  or  26%.  21  Manic-Depressives  or 
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37%.  6  Involution  Melancholias  or  11%.  4  Paretics  or 
7%.  All  others  11  or  18%. 

Of  the  total  number  of  patients  discharged,  32  were 
Dementia  Praecox  or  33%.  Manic-Depressives  31  or  32%. 
Involution  Melancholia  8  or  8%.  Psychoses  with  somatic 
disease  6  or  6%.  All  others  20  or  21%. 

In  reporting-  the  principal  causes  of  death  it  is  again 
shown  that  Heart  disease  in  varying  forms  caused  the 
largest  number  of  deaths.  42  patients  died  from  some  form 
of  Heart  disease,  29  patients  died  from  Tubercular  dis- 
ease, 22  patients  died  from  Paresis,  10  patients  died  from 
Pnuemonia. 

2  patients  at  the  time  of  death  had  been  residents  of 
the  Hospital  35  years.  2  patients  had  been  residents  for 
more  than  30  years.  4  patients  had  been  residents  over 
20  years.  8  patients  for  more  than  13  years.  18  for  more 
than  9  years  and  25  over  5  years.  30  patients  were  over 
70  years  of  age  at  time  of  death.  32  patients  over  60  years 
of  age  at  time  of  death.  28  patients  over  50  years  of  age 
at  time  of  death.  27  patients  over  40  years  of  age  at  time 
of  death.  6  patients  over  35  years  of  age  at  time  of  death 
and  10  patients  over  30  years  of  age  at  time  of  death. 

The  usual  care  was  exercised  in  the  discharge  of  pa- 
tients, in  many  instances  as  in  former  years  the  friends 
insisted  upon  the  parole  of  a  patient  against  the  advice 
of  the  officers.  Insofar  as  possible  inquiry  was  made  as 
to  home  conditions  and  environment  of  the  patient,  to 
suitable  employment  and  occupation  which  would  insure 
his  comfort  and  promote  recovery.  Again  as  in  former 
years  a  large  percentage  of  these  patients  were  able  to 
remain  at  home  and  adjust  themselves  to  their  former 
manner  of  living.  A  number  of  patients  who  left  the  Hos- 
pital as  improved,  made  good  recoveries  and,  as  may  be 
expected,  still  others  owing  to  the  progressive  character 
of  their  mental  illness  were  returned  to  the  Hospital.  It 
is  gratifying  to  note  none  of  these  patients  during  their 
absence  from  the  Hospital  by  any  act  or  in  the  commis- 
sion of  any  misdemeanor  came  in  conflict  with  the  law. 

Provision  was  also  made  for  the  granting  of  the  free- 
dom of  the  grounds  to  a  number  of  patients  who  could 
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not  be  cared  for  at  home,  or  for  various  other  reasons 
could  not  be  granted  a  release  from  the  Hospital.  These 
patients  were  given  as  much  individual  liberty  as  our 
rules  permit  and  we  feel  very  much  was  accomplished  in 
their  contentment,  in  the  broadening  of  their  narrow  lives 
as  shown  in  their  improvement  and  bodily  health. 

There  Avere  two  suicides.  In  both  instances  the  Coro- 
ner was  notified  and  after  a  careful  inquiry  absolved  the 
Hospital  and  employes  from  all  censure. 

That  most  important  feature  of  hospital  life,  the  em- 
ployment of  patients,  received  thoughtful  consideration 
and  the  greatest  care  was  exercised  in  providing  suitable 
as  well  as  congenial  employment  for  the  large  number  of 
patients  who  take  part  in  some  one  of  the  varied  occupa- 
tional interests.  As  usual  the  larger  proportion  of  pa- 
tients prefer  outdoor  work  and  many,  therefore,  were  en- 
gaged in  the  several  activities  such  as  caring  for  the 
lawns,  drive-ways,  shrubbery  and  grounds  surrounding 
the  buildings.  Others  in  assisting  in  the  ordinary  farm 
work.  Many  patients  preferred  employment  in  the  dairy 
and  in  caring  for  the  stock,  while  a  large  number  were 
engaged  throughout  the  year  in  the  greenhouse  and  in 
the  industrial  departments.  Under  the  direction  of  three 
trained  instructors  many  of  the  younger  patients  became 
interested  in  the  work  of  the  Occupational  therapy  de- 
partment and  which  led  to  their  improvement  and  even 
recovery.  A  class  of  disturbed  women  patients  were  so 
employed  and  the  beautiful  work  which  was  accom- 
plished by  these  patients  was  most  creditable  and  the  im- 
provement in  their  mental  health  fully  justified  the  pa- 
tience, care  and  tact  required  of  their  instructors. 

The  men's  industrial  building  furnished  employment 
for  a  large  number  of  patients  and  the  work  accomplished 
in  this  department  as  shown  in  tlie  table  accompanying 
this  report  shows  the  immense  amount  of  work  done,  as 
also  its  economic  value. 

Of  quite  equal  importance  is  the  entertainment  and 
amusement  of  our  household.  Summer  evenings  were 
taken  up  with  baseball,  and  mushball  by  those  interested 
in  outdoor  games  and  sports.   Within  doors  careful  pro- 
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vision  was  made  for  passing  the  time  in  listening  to  tlie 
radio,  reading  and  various  entertainments,  consisting  of 
concerts,  music  and  dances  in  the  amusement  hall.  Dur- 
ing the  very  hot  weather  a  number  of  picnics  were  given 
for  the  patients  by  the  older  nurses,  and  many  patients 
were  permitted  to  visit  the  city  with  attendants  for  the 
purpose  of  shopping,  and  attending  movies. 

During  the  winter  season  there  were  many  afternoon 
tea  parties  and  the  wards  and  dining  rooms  w^ere  made 
homelike  and  attractive  by  beautiful  plants  and  cut  flow- 
ers from  the  greenhouse. 

Religious  services  were  held  in  the  Chapel  Sunday 
afternoons  in  charge  of  ministers  from  nearby  churches 
and  a  well  attended  Sunday  School  class  in  charge  of  one 
of  the  graduate  nurses  every  Sunday  morning.  We  would 
express  our  appreciation  of  the  services  rendered  the  sick 
by  the  various  ministers  who  answered  our  call  bringing 
peace,  joy  and  hope  to  those  who  were  ill  and  in  distress. 

Again  we  were  disappointed  in  the  return  from  the 
farm  and  garden.  The  long  and  dry  summers  greatly 
diminished  the  seasonal  crops  as  well  as  the  quantity  and 
quality  of  vegetables.  The  crops  for  the  two  seasons  fall- 
ing very  much  below  the  average  yield  of  the  staple  prod- 
ucts and  table  supplies.  For  the  same  reason  the  orchards 
were  a  disappointment.  At  this  time  it  may  be  said  the 
farm  lands  and  orchards  are  in  good  condition,  the  land 
has  been  increased  in  fertility  and  with  a  favorable  season 
we  hope  to  have  an  abundant  return  of  farm  produce 
upon  which  the  Hospital  so  much  depends. 

All  farm  buildings  are  in  good  repair  as  well  as  the 
fencing  and  roads  over  the  property.  The  Hospital  is 
well  equipped  in  its  farm  machinery  and  the  excellent 
condition  of  the  stock  and  the  dairy  reflect  the  intelligent 
care  given  them. 

The  report  of  the  housekeeper  will  show  you  the  im- 
mense amount  of  work  done  in  this  department  in  the 
canning  and  in  the  putting  up  of  fruit  and  preserves  for 
winter  use.  All  supplies  were  furnished  from  the  farm. 

The  mechanical  departments  have  been  maintained 
in  much  the  same  manner  as  in  former  years.   Every  ef- 
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fort  was  made  to  keep  all  equipment  iip  to  the  highest 
standard  of  efficiency  and  our  household  has  been  made 
most  comfortable  with  an  abundance  of  light,  heat  and 
water  furnished  by  our  own  power-plant. 

The  usual  care  and  economy  was  exercised  in  the  pur- 
chase of  supplies,  materials  and  equipment  for  the  sev- 
eral departments  and  the  Hospital  is  well  furnished  and 
homelike  which  adds  so  much  to  the  comfort  and  well 
being  of  patients  as  well  as  employes. 

As  has  been  our  custom  clinics  were  given  for  large 
numbers  of  people  who  visited  the  Institution  interested 
in  some  branch  or  department  of  philanthropic  work.  The 
hospitals  of  this  district  were  represented  by  nurses  who 
came  to  learn  something  of  the  care  of  the  mentally  ill, 
teachers  and  students  from  colleges  and  schools  in  this 
community  interested  in  social  work  also  visited  the  In- 
stitution. 

There  were  but  two  changes  in  the  medical  staff : 
Dr.  Henry  R.  Sliallenberger  resigned  June  10th,  1933, 
Dr.  John  Hibbs  appointed  June  10th,  1933. 
Members  of  the  consulting  staff  were  again  called 
upon  from  time  to  time  to  visit  the  Hospital  and  advise 
as  well  as  share  the  responsibility  in  caring  for  cases  of 
serious  illness,  or  render  such  surgical  aid  as  demanded. 

On  the  evening  of  May  18th,  1933,  the  graduating 
exercises  of  the  Training  School  for  Nurses  was  held  and 
diplomas  awarded  to  six  young  women  graduates,  by  the 
Hon.  George  E.  Alter,  Vice  President  of  the  Board  of 
Managers.  The  address  of  the  evening  was  made  by  Rev. 
Henry  R.  Brown,  A.B.B.D.  On  Thursday  evening,  May 
24th,  1934,  the  Graduating  exercises  of  the  Training 
School  for  Nurses  were  held,  the  diplomas  being  pre- 
sented to  the  young  women  graduates  by  Mr.  George  E. 
Alter.  On  both  occasions  the  chapel  was  filled  by  an  ap- 
preciative audience,  friends  of  the  graduating  classes  and 
former  graduates  who  returned  to  welcome  the  new  mem- 
bers and  by  their  presence  give  an  assurance  of  the  very 
important  place  the  school  occupies  in  training  young 
women  to  go  forth  equipped  to  care  for  the  mentally  ill, 
the  sick,  and  afflicted.

RULES  FOR  THE  ADMISSION  OP  PATIENTS 


1.  Each  patient,  before  admission,  shall  be  made  perfectly 
clean  and  be  free  from  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease. 

2.  Each  male  patient  shall  be  provided  with  one  extra  suit, 
shirts,  socks,  two  suits  underwear,  hat  or  cap,  cravat,  collars,  hand- 
kerchiefs, shoes,  and  one  pair  of  slippers. 

'6.  Each  female  patient  shall  have  dresses,  chemises,  hose, 
nightgowns,  two  suits  underwear,  flannel  skirt,  muslin  skirt,  hand- 
kerchiefs, shoes,  coat  and  hat  or  hood. 

4.  It  is  very  desirable  that  extra  and  better  apparel  should  be 
sent  with  those  accustomed  to  it,  that  when  their  health  is  im- 
proved their  self  respect  may  be  preserved. 

In  all  cases  the  patients  best  clothing  should  be  sent;  it  will  be 
carefully  preserved  and  only  used  when  deemed  necessary  for  the 
purpose  above  mentioned.  Jewelry,  and  all  superfluous  articles  of 
dress,  matches,  knives,  etc.,  should  be  left  at  home,  as  they  are  liable 
to  be  lost,  and  for  which  the  ofilcers  of  the  Hospital  are  not  respon- 
sible. 

All  clothing,  if  not  taken  away  at  the  time  of  the  patient's  re- 
moval, or  within  three  months  afterwards,  will  be  disposed  of  as  the 
oflicers  of  the  Hospital  may  think  best,  and  no  compensation  what- 
ever will  be  made  therefor. 

5.  A  written  history  of  the  case  should  be  sent  with  the  patient 
and,  if  possible,  some  one  acquainted  with  the  individual  should  ac- 
company him  or  her  to  the  Hospital,  and  from  whom  minute,  but 
often  essential  particulars  may  be  learned.  All  women  patients  must 
be  accompanied  to  the  Hospital  by  some  female  friend  as  required 
by  law. 
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6.  The  price  of  board,  including  washing,  mending,  and  at- 
tendance for  all  who  are  supported  at  public  charge,  $6.00  per  week. 
For  private  patients,  or  those  supported  by  themselves  or  their 
friends  the  price  varies  from  fifteen  dollars,  according  to  the  trouble 
and  expense  incurred,  and  according  to  their  ability  to  pay.  Higher 
prices  are  paid  by  special  agreement  with  the  physician,  for  extra 
attention  and  accommodation. 

Payments  are  to  be  made  quarterly  in  advance. 

7.  A  bond,  with  satisfactory  sureties,  will  be  required  for  the 
payment  of  the  board  and  expenses,  for  the  removal  of  the  patient 
when  discharged,  of  all  persons,  excepting  those  sent  at  the  expense 
of  the  counties  or  townships. 

Those  who  bring  friends  should  be  prepared  to  give  a  bond, 
and,  if  strangers,  furnish  evidence  of  their  responsibility. 

8.  All  bills  remaining  unpaid  one  month  after  date  of  presenta- 
tion are  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Solicitor  of  the  Hospital  for  col- 
lection. 

9.  As  the  diet  of  the  patients  is  under  the  absolute  control  of 
the  Superintendent,  no  nuts,  candies,  cake,  or  other  edibles  shall  be 
given  to  the  patients  by  their  friends  or  visitors  without  his  express 
permission. 

10.  Visitors  are  admitted  to  inspect  the  Institution  on  Wednes- 
days and  Saturdays  between  the  hours  of  10  A.  M.  and  12  A.  M.,  and 
between  2  P.  M.  and  4  P.  M.;  but  no  visitor  shall  be  admitted  to  the 
wards  occupied  by  the  patients,  without  express  permission  from 
the  Superintendent;  and  especial  care  is  taken  that  no  amount  of 
visiting  is  permitted  that  shall  prove  injurious  to  the  patient.  No 
visitors  shall  be  admitted  on  holidays  or  on  Sundays. 

Visitors  will  please  not  intrude  on  the  grounds  used  by  the 
patients,  or  give  to  or  receive  anything  from  patients. 

11.  The  Hospital  is  located  eight  miles  west  of  Pittsburgh,  on 
the  Pittsburgh,  Fort  Wayne  &  Chicago  Railroad,  at  Dixmont,  and 
can  be  reached  by  cars,  there  being  many  trains  (east  and  west) 
each  day  (except  Sunday),  stopping  at  the  Hospital  Station.  The 
street  cars  also  run  within  a  short  distance  of  the  Institution. 

12.  Application  for  the  admission  of  patients,  and  all  com- 
munications in  regard  to  the  condition,  health,  bills,  etc.,  of  those 
who  are  in  the  Hospital,  shall  be  made  to  the  Superintendent. 

13.  The  Superintendent  can  be  seen  at  the  Hospital,  every 
week  day,  Sundays  by  appointment. 

14.  As  Dixmont  Station  has  an  Express  Office,  all  goods  may 
be  sent  to  the  Hospital  direct  by  express,  freight,  or  parcel  post, 
prepaid  as  may  be  preferred. 

15.  The  friends  of  patients  can  communicate  with  the  Institu- 
tion by  telegraph  and  telephone.
